Of those who 
have pneumonia 3 out of each 4 will get 
well. And yet, in spite of all these re- 
assuring figures, the number of deaths 
from all causes in Boston the week of 
Oct. 6 was seven times the normal, and 
other cities report conditions almost as 
bad as the mortality rate sanrenten them 
to be in Boston. |

| NAVY MUTINY AT KIEL 
BY GEORGE RENWICK 
Chicago Tribune-New York Times Cable. 
{[Copyright: 1918.) 
AMSTERDAM, Nov. 7.—The impor- 
tant German naval base of Kiel is 
practically in the hands of a soldiers’ 
council, formed on Russian lines by 
sailors, marines, and soldiers. 
Trouble began Sunday, the main 
cause being the arrest of disobedient 
sailors and marines. Matters first 
‘came to a head on the battleship Kais- 
er. The sailors endeavored to haul 
down the war flag and hoist the red 
flag. The ship's officers defended the 
flag, but were overwhelmed and the 
“war flag was hauled down and the 
revolutionary flag run up. 4 

Two officers, including the com- 


' gander of the Kaiser, were killed and 


several were -wounded. The men ob- 
tained complete control of the ship. 


Similar events took place on ves- 


sels, 
‘Goldiers Join Mutineers. 


During’ the night four companies of 
infantry arrived in Kiel to restore 
order. Three joined the mutineers 
and the fourth was disarmed. The 
cavalry at Wansbeck was ordered to 
Kiel, but they were held up outside the 
town by marines with machine guns 
and compelled to retire. 

Meanwhile the soldiers’ council took 
control of the food supplies, shops,| 
street car systems, and railways. Ad- 
miral Souchon, the governor at Kiel, 
who ‘arranged” the opening of hos- 
tilities between Turkey and the en- 
tente, was arrested by the council, 
which also placed machine guns at 
various points in the city. The ad- 
miral was eventually released on his 
promise to take no steps against the 
council, which. issued the following 
proclamation: 

“ Comrades: - For the first time po- 
litical po is in the hands of the 
soldiers. Gréat work lies before us. 

“But in order that its realization 
can take place the organization of our

As the thrill of the whistles is apt 
to cause the thoughtless to drop all 
garden tools, it may as well be under- 
stood right now that the need of food 


} Production and conservation will be 
even greater from now on until arti-
